T 7 this Morning the Befieged in the Ci- 
tadel beat a Parley, and fet up on the 
Royal Bulwork a Colcurs of the Re- 
giment of Tourinne; which becaufe of 
the long and cold Nights was very 
welcoms to us. Hoftages have been exchang’d , and 
thofe from the Befieged have brought out with 
tym the Articles they defire. Thus in the compafs 
ot 5 Weeks two very good Counrterfcarps of a very 
gular and ftrong Fortification have been taken with 
very little Lofs fo Jate in the Year; Bateries made oa 
the 2d Counterfcarp; and the Marfkal de Boufiiers 
cnftrain’d to yield up the Place, without the firing of 
o»e Cannon-fhot, or Storming ; only by Sapping. ‘The 
Belicged might have held out fome Days longer, buc 
they weve as defirous of Reft from Fatigue as we. "Tis 
certain that there is great Difcord and FaGion both in 
the French Court and French Army, and therefore the 
Princes of France defer their Departure for Veriailles ; 
Aad ‘tis reported in Lifle and in our Army, that the 
Dauphine has left the Court, becaufe the King his Fa- 
ther would declare Madam Maintenon his Wife and 
Queen of France. To Day arriv’d here aConvoy of 
goo Waggons with Ammunition: As for Artillery, 
enough will be found in the Place.

I moft 
tumbly congratulate your High Mightineifes on this 
new Conguett, which 1s the more conliderable becaufe 
the Eremy were cblig’d to durrender in a Seafon fo far 
advanc'd, without our firing one Cannon-fhet; and be- 
caule we have loft but very few Men. I befeech God to 
dijpence more and more his Blefling on the Arms of 
your High Mightinefles, and on thole of your High 
Allies; that fo happy ad glorious a Train of Succets 
may preduce a firm and lalting Peace; and that the 
Luttre and Glory which the State has attain’d by the 
peculiar Grace and Favour of the Almighty, under the 
mett prudent Government of your High Mightinedles, 
may be long preferv'd.

The Capitulation of Lifle cdnfifts of 21 Articles. The 
chief of them are thele following: 

The Chappel in the Citadel fhall be put to no other 
Utz, than to the Roman-Catholick Worthip, | 

The Garrifon to march out with their Arms,’ Bag- 
gage, Horfes, Ammunition for 10 Difcharges, and all 
the ufual Marks of Honour; and with 3 Cannon of 
twelve and 3 of eight Pound Ball, and 4 Mortars, with 
Ammunition for 12 Difcharges for each Piece of Ar- 
hae ; to be conduéted to Doway under a fufficient 

juard, 

The Garrifon to take out with them two Cover’d- 

aggons, not to be fearch’d under any Pretext, 

Ie being demanded, that the Allies fhould vt take 
any Soldier or Dragoons out of his Rank, in the March, 
under any Pretext. "Twas granted, with a Provifo 
that the Deferters fheuld be deliver'd up, or elfe might 
be taken out of the Ranks. 

Prince Eugene on his Part propos’d this Article a- 
mong others; That all Debrs contra&ted for the Ser- 
Vice of his moft Chriftian Majefty, as well by Order 
of the Governour, kntendant, Commifficics of War 


and of Provifions, and of the Treafurer, as by the Offi« 
cers of the Troops of his faid Majefty ; together wich 
the Damage cauy'd by the Demolithing of Loules and 
Buildings of che City for its Defence during the Siege, 
(provided the faid Damage had beforehand been pro- 
mis'd to be made good,) as allo the Price and Value of 
every thing (belonging to the City or private Perfons) 
which was carried into the Citadel; fhould be paid. 
"Twas agreed that 3 Officers fhould be left Hoftages 
for the Performance of this Article. 
Prom the Paris Letter, dated Dec. 10. 

Paris, Dec, 10, By Letrers from Madrid of the 27th 
of Jaft Month, we have a confirmation of the taking of 
the Caftle of Denia, with the following Particulars : 
That the Garrifon, confifting of about 1000 Men regu- 
lar Troops, among which *cre 2 Battallions of Por- 
tuguete, 150 bnglifh, and one Troop of Horfe, were 
made Prifoners of War; and the Pestants who had re. 
tir'd thither from the Neighbouring Villages, yielded 
at Difcretion, throwing themftlves on the Cing’s Mer- 
cy. Inthe Place were found 24 Brafs Cannon, and 26 
of Iron; 23 Mortars, goco Bullets, a great number of 
Bombs and Grenadoes, a great Quantity of Provifions, 
and 1000 Barrels of Powder. [he Count de Charni 
Brigadier is put into the Place, with the Regiments of 
Caftile and Bageles ; and the Chevalier d’ tiasfelr 
ving given all the neceflary Orders for repairing the 
Breaches, has caus’d the Troops to march to betiege 
Alicant. Accordingly Don Pedro Ronquillo is gone 
betore with the Vangward, to poflefs bimielf of the 
Avenues and Pofts. "Lis advis'd from Valencia, that 
Don Adrian de Betancourt Governor of Tortola, has 
poflcfs’d himfelf of Fort St. John ; which is a very im- 
portant Poft for fecuring the Navigation of the Ebro, 
and fot cutting off all Communication of the Enem 
with the Kingdom of Valencia on that Side. The Duke 
of Orleans fet out from’ Madrid the 26th for the Court 
of France. The King’s Army is drawing together near 
Doway, where the Duke of Burgundy has fixd his 
Head Quarters: The Marquis de Hautefore joyn'd 
him there the qth with 25 Battallions and 25 Squa- 
drons. 6000 Pioneers are employ’d in fortifying la Bais 
fee and St. Venant: There are in Ja Baflze 26 Battal. 
lions and 15 Squadrons commanded by the Count de 
Sezane Brother of the Marfhal d’ Harcourt : The Place 
is already in acohdition of Defence, and ‘tis hop’d& 
that by the End of this Month the Fortifications wij] 
be perfe€ted. rumour'd, that the sth a Courier 
arriv'd on the Froatier with the King’s Orders for dia 
ftributing the Troops into Winter Quarters; that the 
Duke of Burgundy was to view Ja Baflee and Sr. Ve- 
nantthe sth; to be ac Arras the 7th. to reft there the 
Sth, to fer out from thence for Peronne the 9rh, and 
is co come to Court the rorh or 1ith. This isthe News 
that is givea out here; and peshaps this News may 
alter. 

From the Antwerp Courant, dated Dee. 14. 

Pars, Dec. 10. We have receivd the News that the 
Allies have oblig’d the Marfhal de Boufflers to furrens 
der the Citadel of Liile; and the Lofs of that impor- 
tant Place, which we reckon the Key of France, has: 
put us into an extraordinary Confternation. “fis 
mour’d, That the Marfhal de Villars istgone fecret!y- 
to the Frontier, to confer with the Duke of Vendome. 
At the Inftance of that Duke, a good Sum of Morey 
will be fpeedily fent to the Ele of Bavaria at Mons, 
We are iwform’d, that during this difgraceful Cams 
paign in the Nerheilaads, our Army there is diminifh'd 
30000 Men ; and chatat Ieaft 10000 Hories are wanted 
to remount our Cavalry. "Tis whifper'd, thar the 
Durchels of Burgundy is at Variance with fome of the 
principal Ladies of the Court. ;

We koow noc yee the 
Realon of their Diigrace; but ‘tis rumour'd they have 
tiik’d with too great Freedom to the Duiparagement of 
our Generals wao commanded this Campaign in the 
Necrerlands. The Inhabitants of all the Villages and 
open Places are commanded to bring all cheir Corn into 
tne fortified Towas on Paia of Death. 

Brufils, Dec. 12. ‘Tis coaje&tur'd chat Gheat will be 
intirely invefted to Day orto Mocrow at furtheft. Tne 
Enemy’s in chat Powa confit of Regiments; 
bur feveral of chem, efpecially the Spanith, are not a- 
hove Men ftroug. deliew’d the Flace will be 
taken within 10 Days after the frenches are open’d. 

Aatwerpy Dec. 13. We have Advice, that Gnent was 
wholly invefted Yeiterday by the Troops of rhe Allies, 
and chat the Plact will in etew Days be attack’d with 
great Vigour. The Garrion confifts of about 10009 
Men, of which a very few are Horie. They have e- 
re€ted Batteries in the Gardea of the Beguines, and 
feem refolv’d to defead the Town aad Cattle ttourly ; 
which if they do, the Burghers Moutes are like to iuffer 
not a little by che Bombs aud other Fire-works chat will 
be thrown ia. To Norrow 3000 Waggons, fummon’d 
yn from feveral Parts, are co rendezvous at Alok for the 
Service of the Army of the Ajlies. Several Veilels la- 
Gen with Canaon, Mortars, Bombs, Cranadoes, Pow- 
der, &c. defign’d to be usd in the Siege of Ghent, 
went fiom hence Yefterday for Dendermoude. 


From the Camp at Melle, Dec. 13. The rath Infant 
my Lord Duke march’d with the Army trom Bcirleg- 
hem ; and encamp’d with the Lefe at Meerlebeck and 
the Right ac Melle. His Grace has caus’d Bridges to 
be laid over the Schelde, for the Communication with 
the feveral Bodies which have invelted Ghent. The 
Garrifon of the Citadel of Lifle having march’d out of 
it for Doway, purfuant to the Capirulation, Orders 
are given for repairing fuch of the Works as have been 
damag'd in the Attacks, and a fufficiene Garriion is 
appointed for the Place. Yefterday rhe Artillery em- 
pioy'd in the Siege, was embark’d to be brought down 
the Lys to Deynfe, under the Guard of cwo Batrallions, 
if the River is not frozen. The hard Frott we lhiave 
had tor fome Days, has been no finall Hindrance to us. 
Artillery and Ammunition is coming from Holland 
‘by Antwerp to Dendermonde. To Dsy Prince Eugene 

egins his March from Lifle, and is to take Poft wiria 
his Army between the upper and lower Schelde: My 
Lord Duke intends to pafs the Schelde at Mcerlebeck, 
and to fix his Quarters at [leyaarde.
